Aftpv robing. King Edward and Queen. 


Alp.viiKii'A entered the house of peers 
and occupied their thrones, beneath a 
canopy, with Tho I'rinoe and Princess ot 
Wales ou cither side of them. The oth- 
er members of Ihe royal fnniily wore 
.sealed on chairs at the foot of the steps 
leddiiig lo the throne.

religious movement. Its ad- 


vance was with sacrix! song, beseeching 
prayer, tender personal appeals, and all 
the accompaniments of.a genuine relig- 
ious revival. A new factor of hitherto 
unrecognized power hsuHiecn summoned 
to 
the iiifl of tho temperance 
reform. 


Woman, alleged to be the chief sufferer, 
waa rising in her might all over the land 
to protest against the further toleration 
of the evil. 


It was early in the spring of 1874 ti.-at 


the work began in llaeine. The pastors 
of the different churches hailed with.' do- 
light, the popular uprising and did all in 
their power to footer, develop, and guide 
it. At their suggestion a cMl was is- 
sued for a mass meeting of ladies. A 
large number were present at,tJiU meet- 
ing, lira, .lose'p'h liowley -was elected 
president; Miss j-.ilcn May recording sec- 
rclarv: Mrs. .1.

.opened parliament today with a cere- 
monial in sill essential respects .similar 
•in that of Fi-bruary hist. Tho proces- 
sion to the house of lord* was of the 
same character as thai witm-sMi-d on the 
occasion of the opening of the first par- 
liament of King Edward's reign, while 
within. the upper house were seen the 
same .state pageantry, the same historic 
dresses ami the same revival of ancient 
forms. 


After robinjr, King Edward and Queen 


Alexandra, entered the house of peers 
and occupied their throne.-:, beneath a 
canopy, with tho Prince and Princess of 
Wales on either side of them. The oth- 
er members of the royal family were 
seated on chairs at the foot of the steps 
leading to the throne. 


The gentleman usher of the black rod, 


( !f IIP nil Michael Biddulph. having sum- 
moned the speaker and the members of 
thft house, of commons, his majesty read 
the. .speech from the throne. 
His speech 


was not an important 
utterance. His 


ma.jcoty referred in terms of gratifica- 
tion to the world tour of the Prini'c and 
Princess of Wales; expressed regret at 
the fact that the war in South Africa 
xvas not concluded: said he trusted the 
discussion of the sugar conference1 would 
lead to the abandonment of bounties and 
noted the conclusion of 
the. -isthmian 


canal treaty. 


The speech opened with a reference to 


the tour of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales. "They were everywhere," 
said 


the kin«r. "received with demonstrations 
of the liveliest affection: and T am con- 
vinced tlu-ir presence served ^o rivet 
more closely the bonds of mutual regard 
and loyalty by which the. vigor of the 
empire is maintained.'' 
i 


Referring 1o Great Britain's relations 


with foreign countries, (he king said: 


"Mv relations with the other powers 


continue, to be of a friendly character.1' 


Their majesties were greeted enthusi- 


astically. As they 
sat 
in the grent 


state 
coach, whose gilded 
pinnacle 


brushed the boughs of the trees in the 
green park, King Kdward 
and 
Queen 


I weighted in the prosecution of this im- 


portant industry." 


Then came the following clause: ''I 


have concluded with the president of the 
United States a treaty, the provisions of 
which will facilitate the construction of 
an inter-oceanic canal under guaranty a 
that its neutrality will he maintained 
and that it will be open to the commerce 
and shipping of all nations." 


Next followed references to tho Anglo- 


P.raxilian treaty to the referring of the 
Piritis'h G'uima-Mrazil boundary questions 
to the arbitration of the king of Italy; 
to the necessity for the continuance of 
famine relief measures in India and to 
the death 01 the Ameer, "whose son, 
llabib [Jllah, has expressed an earnest 
desire to maintain the friendly relations 
of Afghanistan with my Indian empire." 


After announcing that the. estimates 


have "been framed a,- economically as 
due regard for their ediciency renders 
possible in the special circumstances of 
the present exigency,'' tht. speech con- 
cluded with mentioning proposed legis- 
lation, of solely domestic interest, with 
the exception of a bill to facilitate the 
sale and purchase of land in Ire-land. 


The crowds which lined the route from 


nurkiugham palace to "Westminster, to 
view the. procession, were not ::early so 
large as on the occasion of the last open- 
ing of parliament. Guardsmen assisted 
by hundreds of .police, kept the specta- 
tors back; but they had little to do. 
Only a few attempts at decoration were 
visible. 


For once royalty was. late, and when 


the king and queen drove, out from the 
court yard in front of Buckingham pal- 
ace they were, 20 minutes behind time 
and King Edward was still struggling 
with an unruly glove.

rilla warfare and a humanity, even to 
their own detriment, in their treatment 
o fthe enemy, which are deserving of the 
highest praise.

NEW YORK, Jan. 13.— Plans for a. 


new sbip canal will be presented next, 
Thursday before the senate committee 
on canals by Gen. Edward' W. i^errel, for 
the American Isthmus Canal company, 
jt nd the Isthmus' company, both corpor- 
ations of New Jersey. The route of the 
cunal proposed is from the' Gulf of San 
Bias to the Pacific ocean, behind 
the 


Pearl Islands, and is' called the Mandigo 
route. It will be proposed that the com- 
pany build the work under the supervis- 
ion and protection of the government, 
without any cost to the United States 
which will be asked to guarantee the 
bonds of the company. Tlie company 
will -propose that the government have 
the use of the canal free' of charge for 
all government vessels, and ,if at any 
time the company does not do as agresd, 
the government shall take possession of 
the canal. The company asserts that it 
has secured a right of way. 


The newly suggested route is less than 


DO miles long and therefore is shorter 
than any other so far ''proposed. No en- 
gineering difficulties are encountered, its 
supporters say, until a spur" of the An- 
des is reached. This 
mountain

must be pierced oy ft tunnel seven miles 
long and the plans atate that it will be 
•200 feet high, 180 feet wide and deep 
enough for the largest ship which would 
•jo through the canal. The roek through 
which the tunnel would b« cut i* said to 
be solid granite. In the tunnel a trolley 
appliance would . tow, the 
ships.

At the end of- the first year 
they found that some produced butter 
fat at a cost of 12 cents a pound, others 
at 17 cents and tbe.rest ranging be- 
tween those two rates. Some of them 
made but little over 200 pounds of bnt- 
ter in a year, and others gave over 39» 
pounds: The breed made little difl&r- 
«nce, as some Shorthorns made cheap 
butter and some -Jerseys'costly..butter.
